StOt 2449(C).—Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 6 of the J-xpori ^Quyliiy 
Control and inspection) Act, 1063 (22 of 1963), the Central Government, a Her consult ing thoCouneiL is of 
the opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the export Lrado of India that 
Gelatine including their raw materials like Crushed bones and Ossein should be subject to quality contix>land 
inspection prior to export; 

And, whereas, It is necessary to noaintain the highest quality standards and stipulate health 
requiiements of importing countries that would encompass the standards prescribed at 
National/lniemational level; 

And, whereas, provisions should, therefore, be made for a procedure for monitoring to ensure 
the above conditions of equivalence with reference to the requirements of the importing 
countries; 

And, whereas, health requirements should be laid down for the production, storage and transport 
of Crushed bones, Ossein and Gelatine; 

And, whereas, it is the responsibility primarily of the processors to ensure that Crushed bones. 
Ossein and Gelatine should meet the h^Kh requirements laid down in this order; 

And, whereas, the Central Govemment has formulated the proposal specified below for the said 
purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection Council as required by sub-nile (2) 
of the rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1 %4;and 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the sub-rule (2) of the rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Rules, 1964, the Central Govemment hereby publishes lie said proposals for 
information of the general public to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that any 
person who is desirous of making any objection or suggestion with respect to the said proposal, 
may forward the same within thirty days of the date of publication of this order in the official 
Gazette to the Export Inspection Council of India, 3"* floor, YMCA Cultural Centre Building, 1, 
Jai Singh Road, New Delhi; 110OCl. 


PROPOSAL 

1. To notily that Crushed bones. Ossein and Gelatine shall be subjected to qualify control and 
inspection prior to export; 

2. To specify the type of quality control and inspection in accordance with draft Export of 
Crushed Bones, Ossein and Gelatine ((^slity Control, Inspection and Monitoring) Rules, 2008 

but in the Annexure appended to this order as the type of Quality Control Inspection and 
Monitoring which shall be applicable to such Crushed Bones, Ossein and Gelatine prior to 
export; 
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3. To recognise the specifications as set in Schedule appended to this order as the standard 
specifications for Cru^ed Bones, Ossein and Gelatine; 

4. To prohibit the export of Crushed BoneSj Ossein and Gelatin by a unit in the course of 
international trade unless it confirms to the standards applicable to it and is accompanied by a 
certificate stating that stteh unit is approved and monitored by the Competent Authority; and 

5. In this order ‘Gelatine' means the natural, soluble protein, gelling or non-gelling intent^ for 
human consumption or not intended for human consumption, obtained by the partial hydrolysis 
of collagen produced from bones or hides and skins of bovine animals, or tendons or sinews or 
poultry skin of fish skin and bones. 


SCHEDULE 

Specifications of Crushed Bones, Ossein and Gelatine recognised as per Clause (c) section 6 of 
the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963, shall be: 

(a) National Standards of the importing countries or International standards^ or 

(b) Contractual specifications agreed to between the foreign buyer and the exporters provided 
the same is satisfying the health and other requirements of the importing country. 

(c) In the absence of (a) or (b) as standards laid down by a committee constituted under the 
Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Acl, 1963, shall be made applicable.

(c) pig skins; 

(d) pouitry skin; 

(e) tendons and sinews; 

(|[) wild game hides and skins; and 

(g) fish skin and bones. 

The hides and skins is prohibited if they have undergone any tanu'mg process. 

(3). Raw material listed in point a) to e) shall be derived from animals slaughtered and 
whose carcasses have been found fit for human consumption ibilowing ante-mo tern and 
post -mortem inspection or^r in the case of hides and skins from wild game, found fit for 
human consumption^ 
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(4) Raw materials shall come from the e^blishments approved by the Competent Authority 

(5) Collection centers and tanneries may also supply raw material for the production of 
Gelatine intended for human consumption provided that the competent authority specifically 
authorized them for this purpose and they fulfill the following requirements 


(a) They shall have storage room with hard floors and smooth walls that are easy 
to clean and disinfect, provided with refrigeration facilities, where 
appropriate. 

(b) To storage room shall be kept in satisfactory state of cleanliness and repair, 
so that they do not constituted source of contamination for the raw material 


B. Transport and Stora^ of Raw MateriaL- (a) Raw material during transport, when

(c) An exporter intending to pack Crushed Bones, Ossein and Gelatine for export, after 
preparing the consignment as per the rules, shall pack the same hygienically. Each package 
shall be legibly and indelibly marked with the following information:

(ii) Name and address of exporter; 

(iii) Batch or lot number; 

(iv) Year, month and dale of processing or manufacturinei 

(v) Gross weight and net weight; and 

(vi) Product of India.

IMPLEMENTATION OF HACCP AND OWN CHECK SYSTEM 


1. Approved establishments shall adopt proper control measures at all stages of pvoduction, 
storage and transportation of Gelatine based on Hazard Analysis and Critkai Control Points 
HACCP Principals and maintain records for verification by the Competent Authority, for which 
the establishments shall: 

(a) identify the potential hazards at each step of production and establish critical limits 

(b) identify critical controls points and develop monitoring and verification procedures 

(c) maintain records for verification. 

2. Establishments shall test the products to ensure its compliance with laid down standards and 
also the maximum permissible residual limits specified under these rules. Where the results of 
test on samples do not comply vrith the provisions of these rules, the processor shall notify the 
Competent Authority immediately and undertake corrective action at the earliest. They may 
establish the cause of failure of compliance and re-process or dispoK of the contaminated batch 
tinder the supervision of Competent Authority. 

3. The processor shall introduce a system ensuring the traceability of each batch dispatched.
